PATROLLING COAST TO SCARE 
VENEZUELA.

Netherlands, Being Unable to Ob- 
tain Amicable Settlement, Begins 
Naval Demonstration—La Guayra 
Puts Out City Lights and Aims 
Guns at Warship, Van Heemskerk. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGIT REPORT.) 

WILLEMSTAD, Dec. 4.— Having 
been unable to obtain an amicable set- 
tlement of outstanding differences with 
Venezuela, the Netherlands govern- 
ment has begun a naval demonstra- 
tion off the coast of the South Amer- 
ican republic and since Wednesday 
vessels flying the Dutch flag have 
steamed from Puerto Cabello to La 
Guayra at a distance of three thousand 
yards from the shore. 

The battleship Jacob Van Heem- 
skerk and the cruisers Gelderland and 
Friesland are engaged in the operation, 
which it is said will continue indefi- 
nitely. The Van Heemskerk arrived 
this morning bringing the above news. 
The two crulsers proceeded to 
Maracaibo, it was said, though the 
officers observed secrecy concerning 
the movements of the vessels. The 
Heemskerk will relieve the Gelderland 
at Maraciabo, Monday. 

With steam up im all her boilers the 
Heemskerk arrived at La Guayra at 
5 o’clock this morning. As soon as she 
was sighted all the lights in the city 
were extinguished. From the dec 
of the ship could be seen the guns 
ashore pointing toward the battleship 
which was kept ready for action. The 
Heemskerk remained but one day off 
La Guayra and yesterday proceeded 
up the coast and passed between the 
shore and the «mall sandy Islands in 
the bay of Puerto Cabello off the city 
of Puerto Cabello. 

The demonstration is regarded as in- 
dicating the preparations for an eff- 
ective blockade of the Venezuelan 
coast are complete. 

It is reported that the Netherlands 
battleship De Ruijter left Holland 
yesterday for this port.

= OFFER INTERNATIONAL 
LAWS FOR NAVAL WAR. 


ONDON, Dec. 4.—-The conference 
L of the powers called by Great 

Britain for the framing Of a code 
of laws for naval warfare and for the 
formation of the International Prize 
Court recommended by The Hague 
Congress, was opened at the Foreign 
Office today. 

With an interval for the Christmas 
holidays, it is expected the conference 
will continue until about February 1. 

the request of the British govern- 
on the powers which accepted invi- 
tations to take part in the conference 
have forwarded a list af subjects 
which they consider should be dis- 
cussed, 

The United States, France, Great 
Britain, Germany, Italy, Austra-Hun- 
gary, Russia, Spain, Holland and Ja- 
pan will be represented. The American 
delegates are Rear-Admiral Charles 
H. Stockton and Prof. George Grafton 
Wilson of Brown University. 

Great Britain will be represented by 
the Earl of Desart and Capt. Charles 
L. Otley, director of naval intelli- 
gence, and secretary of the Committee 
of Imperial Defense. 

An address of welcome was delivered 
by Foreign Secretary Sir Edward 


At the suggestion of v. the 
powers have submitted their views on 
various points. The United States, 
Great Britain and Japan are, agreed, 
in principle at ieast, on the most im- 
portant proposals, and they may be 
expected to work in accord with the 
probable support of France. There are 
wide differences of opinion between 
these powers and the other six coun- 
tries represented. 

RIGHT TO SEARCH SHIPS. 


Great Britain stands alone in sup- 
porting the rights of a belligerent to 
search neutral merchantmen proceed- 
ing to an enemy's port under the es- 
cort of a warship flying the same flag. 
She claims the right of search under 
all circumstances, while the other pow- 
ers contend that the guarantee of a 
neutral power should be sufficient to 
protect its vessels from molestation. 

It is probable, however, that Great 
Britain will concede this in return for 
some point she considers more essen- 
tial. 

Great Britain is desirous of abolish- 
ing contraband entirely: America and 
Japan do not go 80 far, but they would 
agree M only munitions of war should 
be declared contraband.

sibility of a neutral power for a 
ip leaving one of its ports as a mer- 
chantman and afterwards being trans- 
formed into a man-of-war, as in the 
case of the Alabama. The United States 
naturally supports the view that the 
neutral power is responsible very 
strongly and she finds support not 
only from France and Japan, but also 
from England. The other powers rep- 
resented take the opposite view. 

COALING IN NEUTRAL PORTS. 

The right of belligerent ships to coal 
in neutral ports also has divided the 
conference into two factions. America, 
England. Japan and France contend a 
ship should make but one visit to 4 
neutral port and be given only suf- 
ficient coal to carry her to a home 
port; the other powers, however, hold 
that a ship should be allowed to vis- 
it a neutral port and fill up with coal 
as often as she can. 

A number of other questions, largely 
technical, will be considered. 

Today's session was brief. The For- 
eign Secretary, in his address, thanked 
the various governments represented 
for having accepted the invitation to 
the conference.

On the map 
the Eagle Rock line appears to be too 
roundabout to try for any Pasadena 
traffic, but, in reality, it could be ex- 
tended right into the heart of the 
Crown City, and give excellent service 
between there and Los Angeles. All 
of the line from Dayton avenue to 
Eagle Rock is on private rigat of way 
and a very high speed could be main- 
tained. The branch from this line to 
Glendale would make the system of 
twofold value, as it would then be able 
to handle the same traffic on one line 
now handied by the Pacific Electric 
system over two lines—the Short Line 
and Glendale. 

In extending the branches of his 
West Seventh-street lines, Mr. Hunt-

FIGHTING WHITE PLAGUE. 


LAMP FLASHES TELL 
CF SNUFFED LIVES. 


VERY three minutes an electric 
lamp flashed out in Choral Hall, 
Auditorium bulliding, last night, to 
signify that a human life had been 
snuffed out somewhere in the country 
as a result of the white plague. The 
fall was well filled with attentive 
hearers, the occasion being the con- 
sideration of the tuberculosis problem 
in this city. The speakers said many 
encou ng things in regard to the 
work being done by organizations sim- 
flar to the Los Angeles Society for 
the Study and Prevention of Tubercu- 


ing was held. 

It was asserted positively that con- 
sumption can be cured and that re- 
markable advances have been made in 
the treatment of tae malady. It was 
said that the great need today is to 
educate the masses in the matter of 
sanitation, sunlight and good food. A 
thorough clean-up of tae city was 
recommended, among other things. 
Dr. George L. Cole, president of the 
local organizations, stated in his in- 
troduction, that over 200,000 persons 
die yearly in the United States from 
tuberculosis, and that 700,000 are in- 
capacitated from the same cause. He 
stated taat the cooperation of the pub- 
lic was needed in stamping out the 
disease, and that never before had 
there been the agitation on the sub- 
ject that there is today. 
Dr. I. M. Powers, city health de- 
partment, said that the ordinance pre- 
venting expectoration on the streets, 
in public places and elsewhere should 
be more strictly inforced. He spoke of 
the increased efficiency of the inspec- 
tion of dairy cows and beef cattle, and 
asserted that no Los Angeles family 
need fear gettine tubercular meat. 

BETTER SANITATION. 

He advocated ordinances requiring 
better sanitation in lodging-aousea, 
and said that all foodstuffs and fruit 
should be screened from files. “There 
are many other things that will help,’ 
he said. “Better street flushing, a 
more general knowledge of the laws of 
sanitation—all these things are desir- 
able. Physicians are lax, I regret to 
say, in reporting deaths from tuber- 
culosis to the health department. 
Taere is a State law requiring this.” 
Superintendent Barber of the County 
Hospital, deprecated the custom of 
eastern physicians to send their con- 
sumptive patients to this section, when 
all hope is gone. “They come here,

He 
said families should be educated in 
matters of sanitation, and mentioned 
the ways in which infection from con- 
sumption could easily be avoided. Re 
asserted that the common house fly 
was a great source of danger, as it 
carries infection from one person to 
another.
